Refuses Invitation 
The controversy arose over a n in ­ 
v itation which the city fath ers tele­ 
graphed 
to 
Lindbergh 
a t 
W ichita 
asking him to stop here on his way 
west 
Lindbergh did not reply to 
th e invitation, but in W ichita 
g a v e 
out a statem ent to the effect th at 
he would not stop at Amarillo, but 
would stop at Clovis, N. M. 
T hen w ithout any notice the flying 
eolonel did swoop over the city, p er­ 
form ed a few stunts and landed at the 
field. 
Nearly all Amarillo rushed to 
th e flying field. 
“These people." said Editor Howe, 
flocked to the field because he h im ­ 
self had advertised his arrival. Then 
he proceeded to act bored and a n ­ 
noyed and was alm ost insolent. 
If 
lie d id n ’t w ant people to know he was 
here he shouldn't have advertised his 
arrival, and at least could have been 
courteous to those who approached 
h im .” 
Then, continued 
the 
irate Texas 
editor, the flying colonel passed over 
Clovis N. M , “a mile in the air", to­ 
tally disregarding th e thousands who 
h a d congregated there to see him as 
a result of his W ichita statem ent.
